BASKETBALL 


The  opening  of  F.T.C.'s  1956-1957  basketball  season  marked  the  debut  of  1'erb  O'Connor  as  varsity  coach. 

Herb  coached  the  J.V.'s  last  year,  and  this  year  became  one  of  the  few  student  coaches  in  college  circles. 

Several  veteran  cagers  and  a  fine  crop  of  newcomers  hooped  for  T.C.  this  season. 

The  Falcons  finished  the  season  with  4  wins  and  11  losses. 

The  hoop  picture  is  not  as  dark  as  it  seems. 

Though  the  team  did  not  enjoy  the  victory  column  too  often,  they  certainly  enjoyed  good  sportsmanship  and  gained 

valuable  experience. 

Captain  Bruce  Grealey  was  high  scorer  with  a  total  of  373  points,  and  an  average  of  24.9  points. 

Bruce,  also,  deserves  recognition  for  his  scoring  ability  inasmuch  as  he  was  the  fifth  highest  scorer  in  small  New 

England  Colleges. 

The  lone  senior  to  be  lost  is,  unfortunately,  Captain  Grealey. 

However,  the  other  players  feel  that  they  can  take  up  the  slack  due  to  the  experience  they  were  afforded  in  playing 

with  him. 

Bruce  scored  3^  points  in  the  first  Salem  game  and  33  points  in  the  final  Salem  game,  the  last  of  his  college  career. 

Other  high  scorers  were  John  Oliva  with  187  points;    Tom  Vialsh,  with  133;    and  George  Gabriel  with  102  points. 

The  Junior  Varsity  team  proved  to  be  an  audience  filler,  perhaps  we  can  assume  that  one  of  the  reasons  was  the 

antics  of  the  J.V.  Coach. 

Jim  Nolan,  one  of  our  classmates,  coached  the  J.V.'s  onto  6  wins  and  8  losses. 

The  fact  that  they  won  four  out  of  the  last  five  games  tends  to  prove  that  they  progressed  tremendously. 

Leo  Viiler  hooped  218  points  making  him  high  scorer. 

\Xarren  V'oge  scored  116  points  and  Phil  Lancey,   102  points. 

\Xe  feci  sure  that  the  J.V.'s  have  produced  many  men  for  next  year's  Varsity.
